SCHOOL BOND 
ISSUE GAINS

A request, directed to the 
Torrance City Board of Educa­ 
tion, that a $1,464,108 issue of 
school bonds be*submitted to 
the electorate for approval, was 
voted by members of tho Tor­ 
rance Educational Advisory 
Committee yesterday at its reg­ 
ular luncheon meeting. The ad­ 
visory group, composed of rep­ 
resentatives of various civic and 
business; organizations, also en­ 
dorsed tho revised building pro­ 
gram of the school board, which 
calls for an eight per cent re­ 
duction In costs under that for­ 
merly proposed. Assistant Su­ 
perintendent of Schools Em- 
mett W. Ingrum detailed tho re­ 
ductions in the various itoniK, 
which were previously reported 
by this newspaper.

In discussing tax rates, Su­ 
perintendent of Schools J. Hen- 
rich Hull stated that by tak­ 
ing the average late of throe 
per cent on current issues of 
school bonds, over 12 year re­ 
tirement schedule, the cost, to 
Torrance taxpayers for1 the first 
two years after the bonds are 
sold would be 50 cents per $100 
assessed valuation and 44 cents, 
respectively. This estimated rate 
is based on the piesont valua­ 
tion of $33,500,000 and next 
year's estimated valuation of 
$35,500,000. As the valuations go 
higher, the rate will go lower, 
Hull stated. Ho also pointed out 
that the present 50 cent in­ 
crease levy voted for this year 
will bo eliminated next year.

"If there is a premium paid 
for the bonds by tho purchaser, 
which is very likely, (lie rate 
will bo reduced by that pro­ 
portion. Our interest could bo 
as low as 2'A per cent. These 
factors moan that the tax rate 
will in all probability be loss 
than 50 cents and could go 
much lower than Indicated as 
assessed valuation increases 
and interest payments are re­ 
duced," Supt. Hull said.

Each of these three 
bodies, within Its own sphere, 
act as a purl of the City gov­ 
ernment, not us a distinct 
entity, separate and apart. 
'.Vclther of these three enMMoi 
are in a sense u muniplrul 
corporation, within the legal 
meaning of thut term, m»r are 
they entities merely because 
their powers are vested In a 
body other ttian tlta City 
Council, but the power is the 
some in whomsoever it Is 
vested."

2. A proposition for opera­ 
tion of the airport was discuss­ 
ed by officials of the City of 
Torranco involving a plan to 
make the airport the best 
known flying field in Southern 
California.

3. A report filed with the 
city shows that in the entire 
operation of the airport under 
present management since June 
1, 1847, an average profit of 
$126.21 per month has been real­ 
ized by the City of Torrance.

The airport deed, was re­ 
ceived as a icsult of the ef­ 
forts of the Torranco Aviation 
Commission, then headed by 
Reed H. Parkin, immediate past 
president of the Torrance 
Chamber of Commerce, and 
Rep. Cecil R. King. It requires 
that the airport now being op-

port. At a breqkfast meeting 
held on Tuesday morning, Sen- 
ness is said to have told a 
group of city officials that Tor­ 
ranco will receive 25 percent of 
tho tiedown fees; 3 percent of

It is estimated that some 
$1300 a month would be paid to 
the City of Torrance under the 
program, and it was declared 
that Sonness is willing to deal 
with any manager at the air­ 
port selected by the city pro­ 
viding he is able to finance an 
operations plan in keeping with 
the development program which
ho outlines. This includes tho 
building of a $300,000 air-motel, 
the first in the Southland, on 
the Senness properties.

According to figures revealed 
in the office of City Clerk A. 
H. Bartlctt yesterday, the air­ 
port has grossed only $8190.57 
since June 1, 1947, of which 
$4856.76 was paid in commis­ 
sions to airport Manager K. Y. 
Tarkington. Expenses wore Hat­ 
ed as $2197.89, with a net In­ 
come of $1135.92 being realized.

saving time Is designed to con- 
servo power, the lack of which

C. C. Bartlett, of tho South­ 
ern California Edison Company, 
stated that although no stop:;

Compared to the power diffi­

Inff time seem trivial. Klrcmcn 
and persons who normally sleep 
at night will be short an hours 
rest, while police and other 
graveyard workeis will only 
work a seven hour shift. A few 
children may bo late for Sun­ 
day school but probably will 
have little excuse for being late 
lo regular school by Monday.
